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AS aſter the DoCtrine of Chriſt was mace known in Britain, and the Worſhip of 
Heathen Idols was forbidden, yet many Troubles Cid the Chriſtians endure by the 
outraglous Blood thirſtineſs of divers Woolkfifh Tyrants that by the way cf Invaſion et 
footing In this Land, as it fell ont in the Days of Diocleſian, that with BlooJy minds 
Periccuted ſuch as would not Vicld to the Pagan Law, among which the Virgin 1511- 
fred was one, who for that ſhe continued conſtant in the Faith, was loog Impriſoned.

: the reſt of the Journeymen hearing him enter into fuch deep diſcourfe in the matter, 
began therefore to demand many Queſtions ; but ſeeing it appertained not to our matter, 
we will leave them to their Diſputatior:, and in the mean ſpace I will ſhew you ſomethir'g 


of Criſpianus, who is now in France with many Noble Britains, whom Maximinus ſens

The Renowned Ipbicratis upon theſe words made this Reply : Now miy I report that 
the Gawls can do ſomething, finding them ſo good Scolds : but know this, that I come 
not to Rail, but to Revenge theſe Contemptuous Speeches, and with the point of our 
ſturdy Launces to thruſt them down your roms again : indeed my Father's Trade is a 
Reproach to me, but thou art a Reproach to thy Father z but thou ſhalt underſtanc that 
A Shooe- Alaker's Son is a Prince Born ; his Fortune made him ſo, and thou ſhalt find no 
leſs. Hereupon the Trumpets ſounding a Charge, and the Drums ſtriking Alarm, there 
followed a ſore and terrible Fight, wherein Criſpiames (like a ſecond H &m). laid about 
him, hewing down his Foes on every fide, whoſe Valiancy and Priacely Courage was no- 
ted of all the Gazls, and this-fierce tight ending with the Night's approach, each Army 
took their reſt ;-at what time the Noble General of the Gazts ſent for Criſpienus, and recei- 
ved him with many kind Embraces in his Tent : he demanded of what Birth he was. To 
whom Criſpiapus ſhaped this Anſwer ; Moſt.

The next morning the Generals joined Battel again, reſolving in this Fight either by 
eith or Victory, to make an end of theſe Troubles; where the Soldiers on each ſide ſtrove 
tor the Golden Wreath of Renown. The two Genzrals meeting in the Battel, fought cou- 
ragiouſly together, in which Bloody Conflit the Prince of the Gazls was thrice by Iphi- 
gratis unhoried, ard as many times of Cri/pianus Mounted again : but-in the end, the great 
Commender of the Eaſtern Army fo mightily prevailed, that he had ſeiz'd on the Perſon 
of the Frenca Prince, and was carrying him Captive to his Colcurs. 

But ſo highly was Criſj#zanus favoured of Fortune, that he and his Fejlows met him 
in the Pride of his Conqueſt ; who then all beſmeared in'the Perſian Blood, ſet upon Tphi- 
crati;, and ſo manfully behaved himſelf, that he recovered the Prince again, and in de- 
ſpite of the Perſians brought him to his Royal Tent ; in which Encounter the Noble Iphi- 
cratis was fore wounded, by reaſon whereof the Soldiers had reſt for three or four Days: in 
which ſpace Iphicratzs ſent to the Prince of the Gauls, to know what King he was, that in 
ſuch Valiant fort had Keſcued him out of his Hands : Saying, That if- he could Serve him, 
he would wake him Ruler of a Mighty Kingdom.  - ER, 

The French King ſent him word, That it was a right hardy Britain, which had per- 
formed that, Honour: ble Scrvice, but no Knight, though well deſerving a greater Digni- 
ty 3 but a Shooe-maker in Frgl/and : And thus (qzoth he) a Shooe-maker's Son was by a 
Shooe- maker foiled, b” | £4 
.* When /p:tcratis underſtood this, he ſent word again to the Gauls, That for the favour 
| of that Worthy Man, he wonld not only ceaſe the Wars; but for ever after be a Friend 
to the Gauls : which joyful Meſſage when the French King underſtood; moſt willingly 
embraced th2 uniooked-for Tydings of a happy Peace ; and thereupon ' made Criſpianus a 
Knight. | 

Atter the which, was a great Fezſt ordained, whereunto the Renowned Iphicratis was 
invited, and the two Generals with Criſpizanns, Friendly met together. - Thus the ſowre 
Wars was ended with ſweet Feaſting ; and Iphieratis ſoon after departed out of the Coun: 
try with kis Army, and never after annoyed them. ; 27 FOR 

Then the French King writing his Letter of Thanks unto the Emperor Maximinas, 
did therein certifie him of the Princely Acts of Criſpianus, whereby he was brought into the 
Emperor's Favour : and with theſe Letters Criſpianus returned into England,

Hereupon it is ordered, that upon the ringing of a Bell in every Pariſh, the Prentices 
ſhould leave work, and ſhut up their Shops for that day ; which being ever ſince yearly ob- 
feryed is called che Pancake-Bell. The Prentices being a aſſembled, my Lord May- 
or's Houſe was not able to hold them, they were ſuch a Multitude : ſo that beſides the 
gteat Hall, all the Gardens were ſet with Tables, ard in the Back-fide Tables were ſet, 
and every other-place was alſ@ furniſhed, fo that at length they were all placed : and while 
Meat was brought in, to delight their Ears as well as to feed their Bodies, and to drown 


the noiſe of their pratling, Drums and Trumpets were pleaſantly ſounded ; thir being 


ded, the Waits of the City, with divers other forts of Muſick, played alſo to beguile 


ce. time, and to put off all Diſcontent. : 
after the firſt Service, were all the Tables plentifully furniſhed with Pudding-pies and 


H.acakes in very plentiful manner ; and the reſt that remained was giveth to the Poor. 


| *Wine and Ale in a very great meaſure they had given, inſomuch that they had no lack, 


nor exceſs, to cauſe them to be diſordered. And in the midft of their Merrimerit, the 
Lord Mayor in his Scarlet Gown, and the Lady in like manner, went in among them, 
bidding them zil heartily welcome, ſaying unto thew, That his Promiſe ſo long age made, 
he hath at length performed.
